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Editorial Comment 


It’s The Fourth Again 


The long Fourth of July weekend gets underway to- 
night for some and in the next day or two for others. 

A number of large industrial plants will be closed on 
Friday to give their employees a chance to get ahead of 
the heavy Saturday and Sunday traffic in reaching their 
holiday destinations. 

The lure of Expo ’67 in Montreal this year will add to 
the highway congestion in New England as tourists from 
all parts of the nation travel through this scenic section 
of the USA. 

As is the case before all lengthy vacation periods, pub- 
lic safety experts give dire warnings of what the acciden- 
tal death toll will be. When it’s all over they usually say 
they were too conservative. Seldom are they able to com- 
mend the public for keeping the death toll down. 

Says Massachusetts Registrar of Motor Vehicles Rich- 
ard E. McLaughlin: 

‘Tt is shocking that we are able to predict the highway 
carnage of Massachusetts drivers so accurately, but our 
drivers can be relied upon to produce a steady rate of one 
death every five hours throughout the week end. We killed 
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15 persons in the official 78 hour count of the July 
Fourth weekend in 1966 and there seems little doubt that 
we shall record about 20 deaths during the 102-hour count- 
ing period this year.”’ 

The registrar takes this view even as he is announcing 
that all of the inspectors in his department will be out on 
the highways from Friday until next Wednesday in an ef- 
fort to cut down the highway slaughter. 

The natural question to ask the registrar is: ‘‘What can 
be done about it?’’ 

He replies: 

‘*The answer, of course, rests with all the individuals 
behind the wheels. We can talk all we please about badly 
designed or inadequate highways; we can point the finger 
at the automobile manufacturers and talk about mechanical 
defects but, in the end, nearly 90 per cent of all accidents 
and fatalities can be traced back directly to misbehavior, 
misjudgement, recklessness, negligence and, above all, 
intoxication behind the wheel. 

‘‘There is no reason to expect that these terrible trag- 
edies of the highway will not continue unless and until, 
the human beings who drive these vehicles measure up to 
their responsibilities of life and death in the driver’s 
seat.”’ 

That’s putting it pretty directly in the driver’s hands. 


Glassboro Aftermath 


Like folks all over the country, residents of Andover 
had their ears and hearts attuned to the encouraging news 
coming from the Glassboro summit meetings of President 
Johnson and Premier Kosygin during the past week. 

The announcement after Friday’s session that the two 
world leaders would get together again on Sunday sent 
everyone’s hopes soaring. Was there really a chance for 
peace in the world at last? 

The Russian leader did much to dim such hopes in his 
Sunday night press conference in New York. He returned 
to the hard Communist line that America must get out of 
Vietnam and the Israelis must pull back in the Middle 
East. The honeymoon that included the traditional trip to 
Niagara Falls had suddenly ended, or so it seemed. 

President Johnson, as usual, was more optimistic. He 
held out the hope that the Glassboro sessions had at least 
brought himself and Kosygin together face to face. Said 
the President: 

“‘Sometimes in such discussions you can find elements 

beginnings - hopeful fractions of common ground even 
within a general disagreement . . . . We may have differ- 
ences and difficulties ahead, but I think they will be less- 
ened and not increased by our new knowledge of each 
other.”’ 

There is little doubt but that the meetings brought a 
remarkable surge of world opinion on behalf of keeping 
tempers under control. 
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“Tt is not a great nation that breeds great people. It is 
great people that build a great nation.’’ — George Rom- 
ney, Governor of Michigan,

It’s a wonder that today’s ruffed 
grouse have any social life, 

At this season, the cock ruffed 
grouse stands on a log and booms 
out the news that a party is in 
progress in his section of the 
woods, The primitive telegraph 
system worked well through the 
centuries that Indian squaws or 
horse = drawn wagons carried 
freight, But today’s grouse must 
compete with the rumble and roar 
of highwaytrailer trucks. While the 
grouse drums on a log inthe deep=- 
est woods, an airplane may drone 
overhead, 

The almost-incessant noise of 
civilization becomes most appar 
ent to anyone who tries to hear 
the drumming of a grouse, Indeed, 
we have become so accustomed 
to the overlap of sound as trucks 
and automobiles pass in a solid 
stream or the vibrations from 
planes overnead that we hardly 
notice them, It is only when our 
ears attempt to penetratethiscur= 
tain of noise to filter out a sound 
from nature that we become aware 
of its existence, 


We live at the edge of a wood- 
land rather typical of much of 
New England, Ruffed grouse abound 
in the area, Cock grouse fight 
duels on the roadway shoulder, All 
spring a grouse = or grouses ~ have 
wandered through the limbs of lawn 
trees plucking buds from the 
branches, Occasionally a foolish 
grouse slams against the house, 
committing unintentional suicide, 


Although we never have found a 
nest, we are certain that hens

the Wilson home, warning of the 
British marching to Concord, The 
next day a skirmish between Lord 
Percy’s reinforcements and 
twelve old men of Menotomy took 
place in front of Samuel Wilson’s 
home, A convoy of eighteen sol- 
diers with supplies on the way to 
join the British at Lexington was 
captured by the local elder cit- 
izens, 

In 1780 when Samuel was four- 
teen, his father decided to move 
to Mason, New Hampshire, Dome 
inating the Village Green in those 
days was a square white house, 
the residence of Captain Benjamin 
Mann, a veteran of Runker Hill, 
An occasional guest was the Cap= 
tain’s young nephew, Tohn Chapman 
from Lunenberg, Massachusetts,

Captain’s pretty daughter, Betsey,

in full-bound barrels of white oak, 
Samuel secured the contract and

The origin of the Uncle Sam 
story is ascribed to an Irish 
watchman, When a large con= 
signment of casks and packages 
was awaiting shipment on a dock, 
each marked with a large ‘‘E,A, « 
U.S.”’, (meaning Elbert Anderson= 
United States), a party of visitors 
landed and upon seeing the pile of 
freight, inquired who owned it, The 
Irishman replied that it belonged 
to Elbert Anderson and Uncle Sam, 
**Uncle Sam who?’’ he was asked, 

“‘IIncle Sam Wilson, He’s feede 
ing the army,”” 

Soon, throughout the army, sol- 
diers called the beef and pork 
Uncle Sam’s, Thus, the joke= 
turned-legend spread through-out
